It provides 
also for a continuous series of sum- 
mer encampments in each state after 
the war, which will train, in four suc- 
cessive seasons, all men between the 
ages .of 17 .and.

IN GOOD CONDITION 


Large Percentaae Has Already Been 


Taken iDown and Farmer* Will 


Begin Stripping Early 'Next 


Week. 
' 


Reports current throughout the coun- 
ty that the 1917 tobacco crop In this 
section is worthless are branded as 
untrue by the farmers and tobacco 
dealers. 
Though very slightly v dam- 
aged by frost it is nearly up to stand- 
ard and there is a good sized crop. In 
<the immediate vincinity of Janesvill 
a large percentage of it has alread 
been taken down and farmers plan t 
begin stripping next week. 
Tho past week has brought the to 
bacco into standard case condition fo 
stripping and bids fair to have enoug 
goods ready for delivers- the first week 
in January. It is hard to describe th 
various conditions existing in the 191 
crop. The early cutting, while of m< 
dlum growth, shows good" color an 
quality although running short sizes 
while a large proportion of the late 
harvesting will run heavy to fat stem 
and frozen tobaccos which were dam 
aged in the sheds after harvesting. 
In southern Wisconsin very little o 
the tobacco shows any damage from 
the early frost which was experience! 
before the harvest. It will be a grea 
problem for the grower in stripping hii 
tobacco to put in in a condition am 
separate the different tobaccos so tha 
it can be delivered fairly satisfactory 
to the buyer. It is generally under 
stood that the dealers will not accep 
wet tobacco as in doing so if it is 
piled up in the warehouses in Jarg 
bulks it will rot down and becom 
worthless: ' The plans now to be adop 
ted arc that all fat stems or high case 
tobaccos 'sliouva be separated when 
stripping, tied in hands hung over lath 
and returned to the shed and left therr 
until.it is entirely - dried out and i 
properly handled it is generally under 
stood that the 'buyers will take mos 
of the tobacco at the price agreed on 
their contracts.

Owing to the moisture in the stalk! 
of the tobacco which has been removed 
from the poles it nhouid be stripped 
off the stalk immediately otherwise 1 
will, damage in the shed.

NEW APPEAL METHODS 


HAVE BEEN PROVIDED 


Madison,. Wis., Dec. 
20.—A 
new- 
method of appeal to the president from 
the 
decision of local and district 
boards Is provided for under the new 
regulations, according to Information 
received by Acting Governor Ed-ward 
F. Dithmar. There Is also indicated 
a new method of appeal from local to 
district boardB. 
Perhaps the most striking change 
in the regulations on the subject of 
appeal i« that decisions of local and 
district boards on the subject of de- 
pendency may be made to the presi- 
dent. Under the old regulations no 
such appeal was allowed. 
A registrant who is dissatisfied with 
the decision of a local board as to his 
classification may appeal to the dis- 
trict board by going: to .the office of 
the local board or deputizing someone 
to go, and fill in the certificate on the 
last page of the questionnaire, claim- 
ing an appeal. 
This must be done 
within five days. The note is then 
sent up to the district board by the 
registrant. 
If no claim, for classifica- 
tion is made and there is no agricul- 
tural or industrial claim, the man is 
immediately sent his final certificate 
of classification. 
Appeals to the president are per- 
mitted; on the subject of dependency 
only when a man has been placed in 
Class I, which is the class of persons 
immediately- .'available. Persons 
in 
Class II and succeeding classes may, 
however, claim thie appeal when all 
the preceding classes are exhausted 
and they become the class of persons 
immediately available for military ser- 
vice. The appeal to the president is 
not allowed unless there is at least 
one dissenting vote- In the district 
board on the case. This makes It of 
very great importance that the district 
board keep a record of its vote on each 
individual case. The appeal Is indi- 
'cated on the last page of the ques- 
tionnaire in a spec's! certificate indi- 
cated for this purpose when accom- 
panied by a signed statement of a 
member of the local board and either 
the government appeal agent or the 
adjutp.nt general of the state. 
The ad- 
jutant general of the state will not 
consider any application of appeal In 
this connection unlesn the government 
anneal agent has indicated on the ap- 
plication that he does not approve the

mustard and 
the "pleurisy" or "cold" may seem to 
call for.
